The four were among 57 listed as 
likely to appear in the trial that began 
with jury selection Wednesday and 
continues today. 
They are Dr. Carlos Prio Socarra, 
Cuban president from 1948 to 1952, ex- 
Treasury Secretary George P. Shultz 
and Michael Haigwood and Clinton 
Brickley of Beverly Hills, Calif. 
Former and present CIA officials, 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
and Rep. Guy Vanderjagt, R-Mich., 
also are expected to appear. 
Some may be called to testify to the 
character of one of the defendants. For 
example, Vanderjagt lived two doors 
from Ehrlichman before the White 
House aide resigned more than a year 
ago.

It is 
likely that defense and prosecution 
attorneys will select the 12 jurors and 
six alternates who judge the case from 
a final pool of about 85.

Nixon Arrives 
In Moscow For 
Talk W ith Reds 


MOSCOW (AP) — President Nixon 
arrived in Moscow today for his third 
summit meeting with Communist 
party leader Uonid I. Brezhnev. The 
President hoped his visit would pro­ 
duce a partial ban on underground 
nuclear weapons tests and a slowdown 
on nuclear arms development by the 
two superpowers. 
Brezhnev was at the V IP Vnukovo 
Airport, decked with American and 
Soviet flags, to welcome the President. 
Two years ago when Nixon arrived in 
Moscow for their first summit, 
Brezhnev did not go to the airport to 
greet him. His presence today was 


seen as a sign of regard for the 
American president. 


The President, with Mrs. Nixon on his 
right, smiled and waved as he walked 
down the ramp of the blue and white 
presidential jet under bright, sunny 
skies. A crowd of about 400 persons 
was at the airport to greet Nixon. 


Nixon first reviewed an honor guard, 
which hailed him with the cheer, “ We 
wish you health.” He then heard a 
military band play the Soviet and 
American national anthems. Then he 
and his wife shook hands with some 
persons in the crowd, who were waving 


small American and Soviet flags. 


Brezhnev and Nixon smiled frequently 
and chatted with each other as they 
walked through the crowd, and Nixon 
waved several times to the well- 
wishers, who included a contingent 
from the American Embassy. 
Nixon then watched a brief military 
parade, headed into the airport lounge 
and prepared to motor into the city. 
At the President’s first Moscow 
summit, in May 1972, the Soviets ac­ 
corded Nixon a cooly correct welcome 
and Soviet President Nikolai V.

“ Back in the days of the fights, we 
could tell when each round ended. The 
same is true today of Monday night 
baseball and football, with between-in- 
ning and half-time drops in pressure.” 
Ix)ve never has compared the graph’s 
accuracy to that of the regular 
television survey outfits, but he 
chuckles at the thought of some irate 
politican whose opponent got a bigger 
dip in water pressure: 
“ And now, fellow Americans, here’s 
Congressman Blah—first in war, first 
in peace and first on the PSI Poll.” 


Nixon Arrives 
In Moscow For 
Talk With Reds 


MOSCOW (AP) — President Nixon 
arrived in Moscow today for his third 
summit meeting with Communist 
party leader I^eonid I. Brezhnev. The 
President hoped his visit would pro­ 
duce a partial ban on underground 
nuclear weapons tests and a slowdown 
on nuclear arms development by the 
two superpowers. 
Brezhnev was at the VIP Vnukovo 
Airport, decked with American and 
Soviet flags, to welcome the President. 
Two years ago when Nixon arrived in 
Moscow for their first summit, 
Brezhnev did not go to the airport to 
greet him. His presence today was 


seen as a sign of regard for the 
American president. 


The President, with Mrs. Nixon on his 
right, smiled and waved as he walked 
down the ramp of the blue and white 
presidential jet under bright, sunny 
skies. A crowd of about 480 persons 
was at the airport to greet Nixon. 


Nixon first reviewed an honor guard, 
which hailed him with the cheer, “We 
wish you health.” He then heard a 
military band play the Soviet and 
American national anthems. Then he 
and his wife shook hands with some 
persons in the crowd, who were waving 


small American and Soviet flags. 
Brezhnev and Nixon smiled frequently 
and chatted with each other as they 
walked through the crowd, and Nixon 
waved several times to the well­ 
wishers, who included a contingent 
from the American Embassy. 
Nixon then watched a brief military 
parade, headed into the airport lounge 
and prepared to motor into the city. 
At the President’s first Moscow 
summit, in May 1972, the Soviets ac­ 
corded Nixon a cooly correct welcome 
and Soviet President Nikolai V. 
Podgomy was the chief greeter.

resolution, which President Lyndon B. 
Johnson

declaration of war in Southeast Asia. 
“All Vietnam is not worth the life of a 
single American boy,” Gruening once 
said.

Congress two days after Johnson 
requested it, authorized in advance the 
President’s using “all necessary steps, 
including the use of armed force” in 
Vietnam. 
The 
resolution 
was 
approved 
unanimously by the House. Former 
Sen. Wayne L. Morse, D-Ore., was the 
only other Senate dissenter. 
Gruening voted against all ap­ 
propriations to the war effort until his 
defeat in the Democratic primary in 
1968. 
He crusaded for various causes, in­ 
cluding 
population 
control 
and 
statehood for Alaska, during careers 
as journalist and public official.

was 
graduated from 
Harvard Medical 
School in 1912 but he never practiced 
medicine. Instead he worked 22 years 
as editor and reporter for various 
newspapers and magazines, among 
them the liberal magazine, The 
Nation, for which he was managing 
editor. 
In 1939, Gruening was appointed 
governor of Alaska and promptly hung 
a prophetic 50-star flag on the front of 
the mansion in Juneau. “A democracy 
has no business having colonies,” he 
said. 


Nixon’s Kremlin talks with Soviet 
Communist party chief I^eonid I. 
Brezhnev. 
The double set of signals was flashed 
at a Brussels news conference Wed­ 
nesday night by Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger. 
The United States probably retains an 
over-all weapons advantage because 
of its edge in deployed warheads and 
delivery systems, Kissinger said. But 
there has been a technological ex­ 
plosion since the 1972 interim nuclear 
arms treaty that puts pressure on both 
the big powers. 
On the Soviet side, missiles with 
multiple independently targetable 
(MIRV) warheads may soon be 
deployed, Kissinger reported. But he 
added, “at what rate they will deploy 
them, it is not yet fully possible to 
foretell.” 
The secretary said that 
unless 
Washington and Moscow can agree on 
limitations within the next 18 months, 


it will be almost impossible to reverse 
the development of Soviet arms. 
“It becomes harder with every 
passing six-month period,” he noted 
glumly. “One reason, obviously, is the 
high cost of setting up a MIRV 
system.” 
Kissinger said the differences be­ 
tween the two governments on how to 
calculate their strengths to reach an 
agreed standoff are so great that a ban 
on offensive systems “will certainly 
not be completed in the form of any 
permanent agreement on this visit.” 
.Moreover, he said, "it is impossible 
that there will be an extension of the 
interim agreement unless it is tied to 
some substantial agreement on mul­ 
tiple warheads, and that probably will 
also not be fully achieved at the 
summit.” 
He said an agreement in principle 
could emerge from Nixon’s third 
annual meeting with Brezhnev, as well 
as a ban on some underground tests.

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Ferguson, Donahey Fight Move To New Offices 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ifs 
possible that everyone and everything 
scheduled for transfer from Ohio’s 
Statehouse soon will be out—with the 
exception of two impregnable vaults 
and 82-year-old State Auditor Joseph 
T. Ferguson. 
A Legislative Service Commission 
study committee was told Wednesday 
that Treasurer Gertrude W. Donahey 
wants to keep her vaults, and that Fer­ 
guson, a veteran of 50 years in public 
office, intends to stay put in his present 
“corner.” 
The committee’s deliberations involve 
completion of occupancy of a new 41- 
story State Office Tower across the 
street, and how to divide among legis­ 
lators the space departing officials 
leave behind. The latter includes the 
Statehouse annex which will get some 
temporary new occupants before being 
tom down eventually. 


Everyone but the governor and 
lieutenant governor received moving 
orders. Some have complied, others 
are in the process, and still others are 
packing up to move in late August. 
But the peppery Ferguson told the 
Associated Press Wednesday: “I’m 
going to use every effort within my 
power to remain and have an adminis­ 
trative office in this corner of the 
Statehouse, even if it means going to 
court to do it.” 
He admitted his present space is not 
adequate, and indicated he will not 
stand in the way of most of his 
operations being transferred. “I’m not 
going to let anything stop us from 
issuing state checks on time,” he said. 
Ferguson said he 
thinks 
the 
Statehouse “was built for the purpose 
of housing elected state officials” and 
asserted the decision to move them out 
was not made according to law “but by 


a bureaucratic executive secretary 
who since has lost his job.” 
The auditor referred to George W. 
Busch, recently let go as executive 
director of the Ohio Building Authority 
after assuming that post late in a 
former state administration. 
Mrs. Donahey was out of town Wed­ 
nesday and could not be reached. But 
Dicksie Bradford, a public relations 
aide, said the treasurer doesn’t want to 
move state securities and other 
documents out of the existing heavy 
vaults. 
Miss Bradford said there “is not 
enough space” in vaults already built 
in the new $60 million building and 
added “I know very little about it, but I 
don’t see how you’d ever tear out the 
vaults we have now anyway.” 
Roland A. Nesslinger, director of 
public works, confirmed that Mrs. 
Donahey may have less vault space in 


the new building but added he was “not 
sure.” Although the new ones have less 
floor space, he said they probably are 
designed for more efficient space use. 
The public works director indicated he 
had trouble understanding Mrs. 
Donahey’s reluctance to accept the 
new vaults. “They are very fine, very 
modern, with television cameras, air 
input if someone is trapped, com­ 
munications to the outside. They really 
are ultra-secure,” he said. 
Nesslinger said the Statehouse 
vaults—one on the first floor and the 
other in the basement—have 430 and 
1,23G square feet of floor space, re­ 
spectively. The new vaults have a total 
of 1,296 square feet, he said. 
The LSC committee, headed by House 
Speaker Pro Tem Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, told Nesslinger and 
other state officials a panel of leg­ 
islators will meet with Ferguson and 


Mrs. Donahey to try to resolve dif­ 
ferences. 
At the request of Riffe. the panel 
directed that the annex— to be vacated 
in late August by Atty. Gen. William J. 
Brown and the Ohio Supreme Court— 
should be prepared for temporary 
occupancy by legislators while the 
Statehouse is being remodeled. 
Senators, House members, and their 
staffs are to move into space made 
available by the exit of the auditor and 
treasurer along with Secretary of State 
Ted W. Brown who already is set up on 
the 14th floor of the new building. 
The committee authorized Nesslinger, 
Administrative Services Director 
Joseph J. Sommer, and State Architect 
Carl Bentz to go ahead with plans, 
entering into contracts if necessary, to 
determine 
lawmakers’ 
space 
requirements and devise proposals for 
their allocation.

NEW YORK (AP) - Distrust is 
gro wing in American business circles 
abo ut the co ncepts and techniques o f 
eco no mic management, especially in 
regard to inflatio n co ntro l. And with it 
gro ws a distrust o f leadership also . 
While fo rmal surv ey s may no t as y et 
pro v e 
there 
» is 
widespread 
disillusio nment abo ut co ncepts and 
leadership, there is little questio n in 
discussio ns with 
businessmen that 
many harbo r deep distrusts. 
Many facto rs are inv o lv ed, chief 
amo ng them being: 
—A wav ering eco no mic po licy in 
Washingto n that suggests co nfusio n 
rather than understanding. Repeated 
pro mises that co nditio ns are bo und to 
impro v e add to the do ubts by sug­ 
gesting ho pe rather than kno wledge. 
—The 
do cum ented 
failure 
o f 
mo netary po licy , as practiced to day 
and o n which the co untry no w is 
rely ing heav ily in the battle with in­ 
flatio n, to 
hav e 
a 
pro no unced, 
pro lo nged impact. 
—The co nv ictio n amo ng practical 
businessmen that high interest rates 
are merely adding to their co sts, and 
their prices, rather than disco uraging 
bo rro wing. 
—A feeling that the minds o f eco no mic 
leaders may be clo sed to suggestio ns 
and differing o pinio ns, in fav o r o f 
“ tex tbo o k” theo ries. 
The latter feeling is fueled to a great 
degree by the apparent determinatio n 
o f Arthur F. Burns, Federal Reserv e 
Bo ard chairman, to co ntinue a rela­ 
tiv ely tight mo ney po licy to the brink 
o f depressio n. 
The refusal o f the administratio n’s 
new eco no mic spo kesman, Kenneth 
Rush, to discuss his v iews befo re 
co ngressio nal co mmittees, adds to the 
feeling that the eco no mic dialo gue is 
being smo thered at the v ery time it 
needs an airing. 
The necessity 
fo r discussio n o f 
mo netary po licy , fo r ex ample, is made 
startiingly clear by the reco rd, which 
sho ws that the prime rate no w is mo re 
than do uble that o f sev en y ears ago , a 
perio d during which prices so ared. 
The current rate v aries fro m 11.5 per 
cent to 11.7 5 per cent, with o ne large 
bank at 11.8 per cent. In midy ear 1967 
the rate generally was abo ut 5 .5 per 
cent. It’s rise since then has been 
acco mpanied by the wo rst inflatio n in 
a generatio n. 
“ There’s no questio n abo ut the ability 
o f tight mo ney to create a depressio n,” 
argues J o hn Beckett, chairman o f 
Transamerica Co rp. He adds po in­ 
tedly : “ Whether it can cure inflatio n is 
a mo o t po int.” 
While Beckett is o nly o ne o f sco res o f 
businessmen who ho ld such v iews, his 
o pinio ns are particularly significant 
because his is a multibillio n-do llar 


serv ice co mpany , heav ily inv o lv ed in 
insurance and co nsumer and co m­ 
mercial lo ans. 
Beckett say s interest rates are usually 
passed o n to custo mers in the fo rm o f 
higher prices. 
As do o ther businessmen, Beckett 
feels that mo netary po licy might wo rk 
if it weren’t abo rted alo ng the way . 
That is, if a depressio n were permitted 
— and Beckett say s he is willing to 
accept 
it 
— 
inflatio n 
might 
be 
restrained. 
“ If a depressio n were permitted to run 
its co urse it wo uld do the jo b, but the 
po liticians wo n’t let it.” When the 
go ing gets to ugh, he said, the deficit 
spenders will step in and sto p the cure 
— and add to future inflatio n. 
“ All inflatio n is, is the tax es y o u 
sho uld hav e been pay ing all these 
y ears and didn’t,” he said. “ The o b­ 
v io us answer is that y o u’v e go t to run 
surpluses in go v ernment and pay back 
the debts we already hav e.” 
(Xher businessmen and financiers 
ho ld that higher interest rates are 
frustrating rather than aiding the 
natio n’s anti-inflatio n pro gram. So me 
ev en maintain that an easy rather than 
tight mo ney po licy is the answer.

WITH THE PRESIDENT—It was a 
scene out of an old Chaplin movie. The

Vinyl Chloride 
Brings Call For 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A medical 
study has produced new evidence 
suggesting a high incidence of death 
from a rare liver cancer among fac­ 
tory employes working with vinyl 
chloride, a chemical widely used in the 
plastics industry. 
A study of vinyl chloride workers at 
the Goodyear plant in Niagara Falls, 
N.Y., found that three of 24 deaths 
were due to the cancer angiosarcoma. 
Dr. Irving J. Selikoff, director of the 
Environmental Sciences Laboratory of 
the Mount Sinai School of Medicine, 
cited the study. He emphasized the 
critical importance of reducing the 
amount of vinyl chloride workers are 
exposed to, to a “no detectable level” 
as proposed by the Labor Department. 
Selikoff was among dozens of wit­ 
nesses Tuesday at a hearing on the 
I^abor Department’s proposed stan­ 
dards for regulating its use. 
Representatives of the Society of the 
P lastics Industry, Inc., a trade 
association, argued that the medical 
evidence was too inconclusive to 
require banning worker exposure to 
the chemical. They said the proposed 
regulations were impossible to achieve 
and would force the industry to close 
scores of plants with the loss of as 
many as 2.2 million jobs. 
“The proposed permanent standard is 
not technologically feasible and, if 
adopted, would shut down the in­ 
d u stry ,” warned Anton Vittone, 
president of the B. 
F. Goodrich 
Chemical Co. 
Vittone, representing the trade 
association, proposed 
in prepared 
testim ony a different s ta n d a rd - 
reducing worker exposure to vinyl 
chloride from 50 parts per million of 
air now in force to IO parts per million, 
effective October 1977. 
But Selikoff argued that “the only 
prudent course for the prevention of 
angiosarcoma ... is to provide a work 
environment with no detectable levels 
of vinyl chloride.” 
Dr. Marcus M. Key, director of the 
National Institute for Occupational 
Safety and Health, said the finding of 
19 cases of angiosarcoma—13 in the

Our 15-year-old boy is big and strong 
and an excellent athlete. His high 
school coach wants him to try out for 
the boxing team. Because I strongly 
object, 
it 
has caused 
much

pleasantness in our home. How do you 
feel about this sport? 
Mrs. H.B., 111. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
It is difficult for me to be totally 
objective about boxing. 
The so-called manly art of boxing is 
fraught with possible dangers. 
In 
amateur and professional fights noses 
are broken, jaws are fractured and 
cauliflower ears are not uncommon. 
The boxing literature is filled with 
evidence of permanent brain damage, 
the result of hemorrhages in the brain, 
following a fight. 
There will be those, of course, who 
will deny that this is a dangerous sport 
and say that it is no more hazardous 
than others. Thus may be true, but in 
many contact sports head gear and 
protective devices can prevent in­ 
juries. 
If the point system were used ex­ 
clusively in professional and amateur 
boxing, then protective headgear could 


be worn to insure complete safety. 


Whenever I ask my doctor what the 
prognosis is about my condition, he 
seems to avoid the answer. If the 
diagnosis can be made, why not the 
prognosis, too?

Dear Mr. M.: 
Diagnosis is a very specific con­ 
clusion which the doctor arrives at 
after a complete evaluation of the 
patient’s condition. 
laboratory tests, X-rays and a 
physical examination are made in 
individual cases. Complete evaluation 
pinpoints the cause of disease. 
Prognosis is a prediction of how a 
disease will progress and how soon it 
might terminate. 


Doctors often avoid forecasting 
specific details about how long a 
condition will last. 
In some instances, of course, it is 
possible for the doctor to anticipate 
time with a reasonable amount of 
certainty. In other instances, it may be 
impossible to predict the course of an 
illness or its duration.

NEW YORK (AP) - Distrust is 
growing in American business circles 
about the concepts and techniques of 
economic management, especially in 
regard to inflation control. And with it 
grows a distrust of leadership also. 
While formal surveys may not as yet 
prove 
there 
.is 
widespread 
disillusionment about concepts and 
leadership, there is little question in 
discussions with businessmen that 
many harbor deep distrusts. 
Many factors are involved, chief 
among them being: 
—A wavering economic policy in 
Washington that suggests confusion 
rather than understanding. Repeated 
promises that conditions are bound to 
improve add to the doubts by sug­ 
gesting hope rather than knowledge. 
—The 
docum ented 
failure 
of 
monetary policy, as practiced today 
and on which the country now is 
relying heavily in the battle with in­ 
flation, to have a 
pronounced, 
prolonged impact. 
—The conviction among practical 
businessmen that high interest rates 
are merely adding to their costs, and 
their prices, rather than discouraging 
borrowing. 
—A feeling that the minds of economic 
leaders may be closed to suggestions 
and differing opinions, in favor of 
“textbook” theories. 
The latter feeling is fueled to a great 
degree by the apparent determination 
of Arthur F. Burns, Federal Reserve 
Board chairman, to continue a rela­ 
tively tight money policy to the brink 
of depression. 
The refusal of the administration’s 
new economic spokesman, Kenneth 
Rush, to discuss his views before 
congressional committees, adds to the 
feeling that the economic dialogue is 
being smothered at the very time it 
needs an airing. 
The necessity for discussion of 
monetary policy, for example, is made 
startlingly clear by the record, which 
shows that the prime rate now is more 
than double that of seven years ago, a 
period during which prices soared. 
The current rate varies from 11.5 per 
cent to 11.75 per cent, with one large 
bank at 11.8 per cent. In midyear 1967 
the rate generally was about 5.5 per 
cent. It’s rise since then has been 
accompanied by the worst inflation in 
a generation. 
“There’s no question about the ability 
of tight money to create a depression,” 
argues John Beckett, chairman of 
Transamerica Corp. He adds poin­ 
tedly: “Whether it can cure inflation is 
a moot point.” 
While Beckett is only one of scores of 
businessmen who hold such views, his 
opinions are particularly significant 
because his is a multibillion-dollar 


service company, heavily involved in 
insurance and consumer and com­ 
mercial loans. 
Beckett says interest rates are usually 
passed on to customers in the form of 
higher prices. 
As do other businessmen, Beckett 
feels that monetary policy might work 
if it weren’t aborted along the way. 
That is, if a depression were permitted 
— and Beckett says he is willing to 
accept 
it 
— 
inflation 
might 
be 
restrained. 
“ If a depression were permitted to run 
its course it would do the job, but the 
politicians won’t let it.” When the 
going gets tough, he said, the deficit 
spenders will step in and stop the cure 
— and add to future inflation. 
“ All inflation is, is the taxes you 
should have been paying all these 
years and didn’t,” he said. “The ob­ 
vious answer is that you’ve got to run 
surpluses in government and pay back 
the debts we already have.” 
Other businessmen and financiers 
hold that higher interest rates are 
frustrating rather than aiding the 
nation’s anti-inflation program. Some 
even maintain that an easy rather than 
tight money policy is the answer. 


Business 
Indicators 
Up Slightly 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The govern­ 
ment’s index of business indicators 
increased two-tenths of one per cent in 
May, pointing to slight economic 
growth in months ahead, the Com­ 
merce Department said Wednesday. 
It also reported that a recalculation 
showed the April index had been 
stable, with no change, instead of the 
decline of seven-tenths of one per cent 
announced earlier. 
The index of business indicators is 
considered a m easure of future 
economic 
perform ance 
in 
the 
economy. However, some economists 
have questioned its value in the last 
year because of distortions in the 
figures caused by inflation. 
Five of the eight business indicators 
showed gains in May. These were 
average work week, unemployment 
insurance, new orders for durable 
goods, the price-labor ratio and orders 
for plant and equipment. 
On the negative side were stock prices, 
industrial m aterials prices and 
building permits. 
The indicators’ index in May stood at 
173.3 compared to the 1967 average of 
IOO.

The city has been using portable 
generators plus temporary lines from 
the Cincinnati Gas & Electric Co. Part 
of an alternate power plant has been 
restored, but City Manager Charles 
Guard estimated it would take a month 
or two to repair the main plant.

DETROIT (AP) — After eight years of 
tangling with the federal government 
over safety-related defects, auto com­ 
panies now are under attack on a new 
front 
involving 
antipollution 
violations. 


The Environmental 
Protection 
Agency entered the auto recall 
business in earnest Tuesday when it 
announced that up to 1.4 million cars 
built 
in 
1972 may be exceeding 
allowable exhaust pollution levels. 


EPA said tests of 1972 General Motors, 
Ford, Chrysler and Volkswagen cars 
found many failed to meet limits on 
hydrocarbon and carbon monoxide 
emissions. The agency gave the 
companies IO days to respond to the 
test results before recalls are ordered. 


Until recently, the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Admnistration had been 
the sole agency monitoring recall 
campaigns. 


Since then, the auto companies have 
recalled—voluntarily 
or 
under 
government mandate—millions of 
cars a year at a cost in the tens of 
millions of dollars. 


The EPA was granted similar recall 
powers two years ago under the Clean 
Air Act, which authorized the agency 
to test cars in actual use to ensure they 
meet federal pollution levels for up to 
50,000 miles.

“little blue planet th ird from th e sun” 
— is being visited by ex traterrestrial 
beings and h as been for centuries, 
beings wh o take sam ples th at include 
th e living, “ ufologists” say . 
Th e ufologists—a coined word from 
UFO, unidentified fly ing object, and 
th e suffix “ology ” th at means “th e 
study of"— come from such diverse 
fields as q uality control management 
in a Quincy , 111., m anufacturing plant, 
free-lance writing in New York City , 
and psy ch iatry in Montclair, N.J. 
Eigh t 
addressed about 400 p ar­ 
ticip ants in last w eekend’s UFO 
Sy mposium centered on “a scientific 
assault on th e UFO enigm a,” spon­ 
sored by th e Midwest UFO Network, 
Inc. iMUFON). 
MUFON’s director, W alter H. Andrus 
Jr. of Quincy . 111., described th e 
nonprofit organization founded in 19 69 
as “people seriously interested in 
resolving th e my steries of th e UFO 
ph enom enon by com bining th eir

CLEVELAND, Oh io (AP)— Joh n 
Kirkland, ex ecutive director of th e 
Oh io Ix ittery , say s federal gambling 
tax regulations could cost th e state 10 
per cent of its lottery revenue and 
create problem s for th e L ottery 
Commission. 


If th e state h as to m eet th e federal 
regulations, $12 million of th e ex pected 
annual lottery receipts of $120 million 
would go for tax es. 


Kirkland said Wednesday Oh io h as 
joined eigh t oth er states in figh ting th e 
Internal Revenue Service regulations. 
He said problems could arise if th e 
9 ,000 lottery ticket sales agents h ave to 
buy gambling licenses. 


Th ere migh t be problems “especially 
in 
larg e 
sup erm arkets 
w h ere 
tech nically each clerk th at sells tickets 
would h ave to be licensed,” th e direc­ 
tor said. 


Federal law req uires owners of games 
of ch ance to pay 10 per cent of th e 
receipts in ex cise tax es, and th ose wh o 
operate th e games m ust buy annual 
$50 gambling stamps. 


Representatives of Oh io and th e oth er 
states met earlier th is week with IRS 
Commissioner Donald Alex ander in 
Wash ington. Alex ander h as said th at

- Of people wh o tell of h aving seen th e 
UFO craft and discovering much later 
th ey can’t account for h alf an h our or 
more of th eir time during th e incident; 
—Of subseq uent discovery of memory 
blocks apparently imposed by th e 
aliens after treating th e Earth lings 
like laboratory specimens; 
—Of recurrent h eadach es, nausea, 
sleeplessness, nigh tmares and such 
ph y siological sy m ptom s as skin 
punctures and 
welts along 
nerve 
path s; 
—And of severe ridicule by th e 
communities in wh ich th ose persons 
reside, ruining lives and h ealth . 
To a man, apparently , th e research ers 
contend th at now is th e time for 
serious, 
open, 
indepth 
and 
open- 
m inded 
investigation 
of 
th e 
ph enomena reportedly ex perienced by 
about 15 million Americans th us far, 
according to a November 19 73 Gallop 
poll th ey often cite. 
Again to a man, apparently , th e 
research ers said 
th ey accept th e 
proposition th at th e UFO are real, th at 
some are ex traterrestrial, and th at 
some alien-to-Earth ling contact ap­ 
parently is real. 
Proof? Well, th a t’s anoth er m atter, 
th ey said. Th ey agreed with th e need 
for proof and said th ey ’d like noth ing 
better th an th e money , interest and 
ex pertise to seek it. Th ey insist it’s 
th ere to be found. 
M arjorie Fish of Oak Harbor, a for­ 
m er elem entary sch ool teach er, 
reported spending six y ears pain­ 
stakingly search ing astronom ical 
catalogs and oth er reference m aterial 
in an attem pt to m atch a star map 
drawn by a Portsmouth , N.H., woman, 
Betty Hill, after Mrs. Hill’s reported 
two-h our ex amination aboard an alien 
UFO. Th e map was based, on a star 
model Mrs. Hill said th e aliens sh owed 
h er wh ile ex amining h er late h usband. 
Now Miss Fish said sh e h as succeeded 
in m atch ing th e m ap with reality but 
only by using data wh ich first became 
available on Earth five y ears after th e 
m ap was drawn.

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U fologists Insist Better 
Saucer Study Needed 


AKRON, Ohio (A P)—Earth — the 
“ little blue planet third from the sun” 
— is being visited by extraterrestrial 
beings and has been for centuries, 
beings who take samples that include 
the living, “ ufologists” say. 
The ufologists—a coined word from 
UFO, unidentified flying object, and 
the suffix “ ology” that means “ the 
study of” — come from such diverse 
fields as quality control management 
in a Quincy, 111., manufacturing plant, 
free-lance writing in New York City, 
and psychiatry in Montclair, N.J. 
Eight addressed about 400 par­ 
ticipants in last weekend’s UFO 
Symposium centered on “ a scientific 
assault on the UFO enigma,” spon­ 
sored by the Midwest UFO Network, 
Inc. (MUFON). 
MUFON’s director, Walter H. Andrus 
Jr. of Quincy, III., described the 
nonprofit organization founded in 1969 
as “ people seriously interested in 
resolving the mysteries of the UFO 
phenomenon by combining their 
mutual talents, research and in­ 
vestigative efforts. 
“ Overwhelming data is available to

flying objects," Andrus said. 
Dr. Berthold E. Schwarz, a Montclair, 
N.J., psychiatrist and consultant to the 
Brain Wave laboratory, Essex County 
Hospital Center, Cedar Grove, N J., 
called it “ strange and regrettable that 
despite the millions of people who have 
supposedly seen UFOs, and the many 
who have had close encounters with

M ay Hurt 
O hio Lottery 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- John 
Kirkland, executive director of the 
Ohio Lottery, says federal gambling 
tax regulations could cost the state IO 
per cent of its lottery revenue and 
create problems for the Lottery 
Commission. 


If the state has to meet the federal 
regulations, $12 million of the expected 
annual lottery receipts of $120 million 
would go for taxes. 


Kirkland said Wednesday Ohio has 
joined eight other states in fighting the 
Internal Revenue Service regulations. 
He said problems could arise if the 
9,000 lottery ticket sales agents have to 
buy gambling licenses. 


There might be problems “ especially 
in

supermarkets 
where 
technically each clerk that sells tickets 
would have to be licensed,” the direc­ 
tor said. 


Federal law requires owners of games 
of chance to pay IO per cent of the 
receipts in excise taxes, and those who 
operate the games must buy annual 
$50 gambling stamps. 


Representatives of Ohio and the other 
states met earlier this week with IRS 
Commissioner Donald Alexander in 
Washington. Alexander has said that 
state lotteries, as they are now 
structured, come under the federal 
gambling laws.

'Hie UFO researchers, including the 
Rev. Barry H. Downing, pastor of 
Northminister Presbyterian Church in 
Endwell, N.Y., and author of “ The 
Bible and Flying Saucers,” cited such 
Biblical incidents as the Israelites’ 
crossing the Red Sea and Ezekial’s 
wheel within a wheel as instances 
involving UFOs. 
Others cited cave paintings of saucer­ 
shaped or domed objects and related 
drawings as being representations of 
vehicles and visitors from space. 
They said there are hundreds of 
sighting reports each year in the 
United States and hundreds more 
worldwide, that Russia has been 
visited many times, that landings have 
left traces in 700 cases from 35 coun­ 
tries. From the reports by those who 
study UFOs emerges a composite of 
recurrent themes: 
—Of landings that leave physical 
traces, typically baked-appearing soil, 
landing gear indentations, and cir­ 
cular ground patterns; 
—Of people who tell of having seen the 
UFO craft and discovering much later 
they can’t account for half an hour or 
more of their time during the incident; 
—Of subsequent discovery of memory 
blocks apparently imposed by the 
aliens after treating the Earthlings 
like laboratory specimens; 
—Of recurrent headaches, nausea, 
sleeplessness, nightmares and such 
physiological symptoms as skin 
punctures and welts along nerve 
paths; 
—And of severe ridicule by the 
communities in which those persons 
reside, ruining lives and health. 
To a man, apparently, the researchers 
contend that now is the time for 
serious, open, 
indepth 
and open­ 
minded 
investigation 
of 
the 
phenomena reportedly experienced by 
about 15 million Americans thus far, 
according to a November 1973 Gallop 
poll they often cite. 
Again to a man, apparently, the 
researchers said they accept the 
proposition that the UFO are real, that 
some are extraterrestrial, and that 
some alien-to-Earthling contact ap­ 
parently is real. 
Proof? Well, that’s another matter, 
they said. They agreed with the need 
for proof and said they’d like nothing 
better than the money, interest and 
expertise to seek it. They insist it’s 
there to be found. 
Marjorie Fish of Oak Harbor, a for­ 
mer elementary school teacher, 
reported .spending six years pain­ 
stakingly searching astronomical 
catalogs and other reference material 
rn an attempt to match a star map 
drawn by a Portsmouth, N.H., woman, 
Betty Hill, after Mrs. Hill’s reported 
two-hour examination aboard an alien 
UFO. The map was based, on a star 
model Mrs. Hill said the aliens showed 
her while examining her late husband. 
Now Miss Fish said she has succeeded 
in matching the map with reality but 
only by using data which first became 
available on Earth five years after the 
map was drawn. 
The map, Miss Fish said, “ could only 
have been drawn after contact with 
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extraterrestrials.” 
“ I stay away from the word proof,” 
says Stanton Friedman, a Pedando 
Beach, Calif., nuclear physicist who 
now makes his living lecturing on 
UFOs. “ But Marjorie’s work is one 
instance in which I can use it. Marjorie 
would rank as one of the two most 
objective people I’ve known.” 
Another typical facet among the 
researchers’ comments is that their 
own attitudes were disbelieving until, 
as Ted Phillips of Sedalia, Mo., put it, 
“ I got into the investigations myself 
and I talked to the people. 
“ The people are the key; they are the 
evidence,” the Missouri state highway 
inspector said in an interview. “ You 
can’t help but believe that something 
really happened to them when you talk 
to them.” 
Equally recurrent is the insistence by 
those who make the study is that the 
government is receiving and hiding 
key, frequent and significant reports.

High Court 
Issues Ruling 
On Libel 
WASHINGTON (A P ) - Over the 
protests of dissenters who differed 
among themselves, a narrow majority 
of the Supreme Court has devised a 
new rule governing libel suits by 
private individuals. 
In a 5-4 decision Tuesday, the court 
said states are free to set their own 
standards for allowing private citizens 
to sue for damages for injuries suf­ 
fered through libel. The decision had 
the effect of making it easier for 
private citizens to 
sue for 
libel, 
although the court set strict guidelines 
concerning 
awards 
for 
punitive 
damages. 
To obtain punitive damages or to 
collect damages without proving they 
have been harmed, they must show 
that the statement of which they 
complain was made “ in the knowledge 
that it was false or with reckless 
disregard of the truth.” 
Punitive damages are designed to 
punish the perpetrator of the libel. 
Another form of libel award is the pre­ 
sumed damage, ordered because of the 
fact of publication, without proof it did 
harm. 
The court’s decision wiped out a 1971 
ruling in which it said private persons 
suing for libel damages of any kind 
needed 
to 
satisfy 
the 
reckless 
disregard test if the allegedly libelous 
statement concerned a matter 
of 
public interest. 
It came in a case involving Chicago 
lawyer Elm er Gertz, who was called a 
“ Communist fronter” by the John 
Birch Society’s 
American Opinion 
magazine after he represented the 
family of a youth shot by a Chicago 
policeman. 
Gertz won a $50,000 libel judgment 
from a jury, a judgment overturned by 
the U.S. Circuit Court in Chicago. The 
Supreme Court sent the case back to 
the lower court for a new trial. 
Justices William O. Douglas and 
William J. 
Brennan 
dissented 
on 
grounds that it infringes on freedom of 
the press. 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger and 
Justice Byron White attacked the 
majority from the opposite direction.

Issues Ruling 
On Libel 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Over the 
protests of dissenters who differed 
among themselves, a narrow majority 
of the Supreme Court has devised a 
new rule governing libel suits by 
private individuals. 
In a 5^ decision Tuesday, the court 
said states are free to set their own 
standards for allowing private citizens 
to sue for damages for injuries suf­ 
fered through libel. The decision had 
the effect of making it easier for 
private citizens to sue for libel, 
although the court set strict guidelines 
concerning awards for punitive 
damages. 
To obtain punitive damages or to 
collect damages without proving they 
have been harmed, they must show 
that the statement of which they 
complain was made “ in the knowledge 
that it was false or with reckless 
disregard of the truth.” 
Punitive damages are designed to 
punish the perpetrator of the libel. 
Another form of libel award is the pre­ 
sumed damage, ordered because of the 
fact of publication, without proof it did 
harm. 
The court’s decision wiped out a 1971 
ruling in which it said private persons 
suing for libel damages of any kind 
needed to satisfy 
the 
reckless 
disregard test if the allegedly libelous 
statement concerned a matter of 
public interest. 
It came in a case involving Chicago 
lawyer Elmer Gertz, who was called a 
“ Communist fronter” by the John 
Birch Society’s American Opinion 
magazine after he represented the 
family of a youth shot by a Chicago 
policeman. 
Gertz won a $50,000 libel judgment 
from a jury, a judgment overturned by 
the U.S. Circuit Court in Chicago. The 
Supreme Court sent the case back to 
the lower court for a new trial.

Brennan dissented on 
grounds that it infringes on freedom of 
the press.

Cosmetics Hotline Proves Success 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - Debbie 
Matt, harried but happy sitting by the 
telephone all day long, dispenses 
advice on cosmetics on the Bonnie Bell 
hotline. 
As director of consumer relations, 
Miss Matt counsels young and old, 
women and men. 
“The high school girl who has oily skin 
and a problem with her hair, the 
woman over 30. Her skin is changing. 
They all call,” she said. 
“It’s my birthday in three weeks and 
my skin looks awful,’ ‘My prom is 
tomorrow.’ They’ll tell you what color 
dress they have and we’ll discuss what 
kind of color makeup to use,” she said. 
Miss Matt gets as many as 400 calls a 
day and handles them herself. That’s 
in addition to about 700 letters a month 
seeking advice, instructions for or­ 
dering products and lists of where the 
writers can buy Bonnie Bell cosmetics. 
The customer hotline is one innovation 


of Jess Bell, the company’s president. 
He says he believes his was the first 
cosmetics firm to use the practice 
when it was begun last December. The 
buildup started in January and has 
been growing since. 
Miss Matt has two lines, an occasional 
helper who takes over when she’s tied 
up, and “a machine that answers when 
I can’t get to it.” 
Most of the callers are women, un­ 
derstandably, but “we have quite a 
few men calling,” Miss Matt says. 
“And I did have a call from a man 
asking about makeup, apparently for 
his own use,” she adds. “I answered 
his questions as I would any other.” 
Few of the calls are complaints, she 
says. “A couple” expressed concern 
about the potential relationship of 
some lipstick ingredients to cancer 
when the line first was installed, she 
savs. 
The questions she fields deal with such 


things as hair problems, what to use 
for sun or ski outings and product 
guarantees. 
Some deal with the cosmetics 
designed for persons with allergy 
problems. Many come from “younger 
people who are starting to have skin 
problems” and those about 24 “who 
find that their skins are starting to dry 
a little,” Miss Matt says. 
All get answers, and those who want 
them get samples, she says. 
Some of the calls come straight from 
the cosmetics counters, a practice 
Miss Matt encourages as a help both 
to the customer and the salesperson. 
Others come from housewives: “You 
just know they’re sitting there in their 
kitchens with their magazines in 
hand,” Miss Matt says. “You wish you 
could spend more time with them or 
have them here. You just want to sit 
down with them and show how things 
really work.”

Continues 
U.S. Tour 
COVINGTON, Ky. (AP) - Former 
Hungarian primate, Josef Cardinal 
Mindszenty said the purpose of his 20- 
city tour of the United States is to help 
former 
Hungarians 
and 
their 
descendents preserve their 1,000-year- 
old culture. 
The cardinal, who now lives in Vienna, 
Austria after having been relieved of 
his duties by Pope Paul VI, is visiting 
Pittsburgh, Pa. today. 
He blamed assaults by Russia, both in 
the 19th century and 1956, for having 
scattered Hungarians throughout the 
world. 
Speaking through an interpreter, the 
anti-communist said he did not ap­ 
prove of any rapprochement between 
the U.S. and the Soviet Union. 
He referred to the “Godless and 
humanless system of the Soviets.” Any 
appeasement, he said, can only bring 
new Godlessness and inhumanity. 
The cardinal was jailed by com­ 
munists in 1919, tortured by Nazis 
during World War II for aiding Jews to 
escape, and imprisoned again by 
communists following a post-war 
takeover. He was freed by the 
revolution briefly in 1956 but then took 
refuge in the American embassy when 
the revolt was crushed and he 
remained there until 1972 when he was 
permitted to leave the country. 
He said that a more important 
question should 
be 
settled—the 
liberation of all under Soviet rule in 
Middle and Eastern Europe.

Standard Oil Co. (Ohio) said all of its 
3,200 service station outlets have been 
fitted with the smaller nozzles to fit the 
1975 models. 
A Sohio spokesman said the company 
has had lead-free gasoline on the 
market for several years, so that 
refineries and the rest of the system 
already are geared for handling it. 
Sohio said it cost about $12 million to 
equip its stations with the special 
eqiupment needed. 
In addition, Sohio said, it will cost 
about $500,000 a year for the special 
handling, distribution and testing to 
maintain the lead-free requirement. 
Sohio said it will market a test kit 
which includes a specially treated 
paper that changes color in the 
presence of lead. 
A Marathon Oil Co. spokesman in 
Findlay said his company has had 
lead-free gasoline available since 1970.

W eather Warning 
System Readied 


CINCINNATI,

- 
Approximately 200 amateur radio 
operators completed training in 
recognizing tornados Wednesday night 
in what is hoped to be the beginning of 
an instant weather warning system in 
Hamilton County. 
Paul Dailey, chief meteorologist for 
the National Weather Service here was 
the principal speaker in the two-hour 
program held at Civil Defense 
Headquarters. 
The weather network will provide 
severe weather information to the 
National Weather Service and Civil 
Defense Emergency Operation Center. 
Center. 


Washburn says the congregation can’t 
refuse the appointment because “the 
act is not provided for in the law of the 
Methodist Church.”

Mr. Elmer, whose wife is a codirector 
of a national Methodist group to ad­ 
vance women’s rights in society and 
the church. 
He said the congregation “wanted 
someone with experience —not a 
woman just for the sake of having a 
woman.” He said women, who make 
up less than I per cent of Methodist 
pastors, “ have traditionally been 
placed in the smaller, rural churches 
where they 
have 
little 
career 
mobility.” 
But the Rev. Mr. Elmer said that 
instead of taking the congregation’s 
request seriously the church “kept 
coming up with rules and regulations” 
and didn’t even try to find a woman 
pastor. 
Bishop Washburn maintains he 
“appointed the Reverend Peterson and 
that’s where things stand.” 
"We’re at a standoff now,” the Rev. 
Mr. Elmer said. “We’ve been told it’s 
none of our business and that it’s the 
bishop’s business. We think that’s 
wrong, but we don’t want a con­ 
frontation. We want to work this out 
within the church.”

Lebanon A re a Rich In O hio History 


Lebanon, in Southwest Ohio, is one of 
Ohio’s most historic communities. 
This tour of Yesterday Getaways in­ 
cludes one restored home 
within 
lebanon itself and another site just a 
few miles away. 
Ten centuries before Columbus 
discovered 
Am erica, 
prehistoric 
Hopewell Indians were busy at the task 
of constructing a massive “Fort” on a 
high cliff overlooking the Little Miami 
River. A fort to be used not only for 
defense, 
but 
for 
many 
of 
their 
elaborate religious rites. 


Fort Ancient, seven miles south of 
lebanon on State Route 350, is really 
three .separate “forts” ringed by 3*2 
miles of dirt and stone walls. They are 
arranged atop a bluff rising almost 270 
feet above the Little Miami River 
floor. The earthen walls follow the 
irregular edge of a hill that is prac­ 
tically isolated from the general 
upland area by deep ravines. The site 
is bounded on the east and southeast by 
the ravine of Cowen Run, on the north 
by Randall Run and on the west by 
steep slopes facing the Little Miami 


GLENDOWER—Located in Lebanon, Glendower reflects the 
gracious style of living enjoyed by prominent families who 
occupied the mansion more than a century ago. It is open 9::U) 
to 5 p.m. daily except Monday under the auspices of the Ohio 
Historical Society. 


The walls of the enclosure were built 
primarily of earth with slabs of 
limestone inserted from place to place 
to hold the dirt in position. The walls 
vary in height from four to twenty- 
three feet. 
Archaeological investigations have 
shown that Indians of another tribe* 
lived at Fort 
Ancient 
after 
the 
Hopewell people had disappeared, 
probably at the turn of the sixteenth 
century. These are the Fort Ancient 
Indians who built stockaded set­ 
tlements near Anderson Village on the 
Little Miami. It is likely that the 
Anderson Village site was used until 
about 1600 A.D. 
A modern museum is now located at 
Fort Ancient and visitors can see re­ 
creations of the lives of the Hopewell 
and Fort Ancient Indians in full scale 
dioramas and miniature models. The 
villages they lived in, their ritualistic 
burial rites, their mica ornaments and 
ornate pottery and the Fort Ancient 
earthw orks 
them selves 
are 
all 
represented in this fascinating Fort 
Ancient center. 
Several nature trails will lead you to 
captivating views of the southwestern 
Ohio hill country from the heights of 
Fort Ancient. Picnic facilities are 
available for families who would like 
to eat lunch at this beautiful site. 
In lebanon itself, on U. S. Route 42 
just south of the center of town, is 
Glendower, the finest Greek Revival 
mansion open to the public in the state 
of Ohio. 
Glendower has been the home of 
many distinguished Ohio families, 
beginning with its builder. John Milton 
Williams, one of the framers of the 1850 
Ohio Constitution. He was followed by 
General Durbin Ware, an influential 
lawyer, 
politician 
and 
Civil 
War 
general. 
I^ate in the 1960's Glendower was 
completely restored to the elegance 
that surrounded its gracious living 
more than a century ago. There are 
five spacious rooms on the first floor, 
including a formal drawing room with 
two fireplaces and a central entry hall. 
The entry hall leads you toward the 
cherry staircase which extends up­ 
ward to the attic, three floors above. 
Finely executed carved mantels and 
interior trim, Doric columns and 
classic porticos and cornices echo the 
Greek Revival spirit of the home. The 
interior furnishings are from the 
Empire and Victorian periods and 
have been arranged just as if Glen­ 
dower was still the center of daily life 


for a prominent family. 
Fort Ancient is open throughout the 
year during daylight hours. The Fort 
Ancient Museum and Glendower are 
open from 9:30 to 5 daily, except 
Monday,

Blue Cross To Fight New Rules 


1 6 
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Hot Plate Fatal To Child 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - There 
appears to be little doubt that the 
Department of Insurance’s proposed 
rules for state regulation of the seven 
Ohio Blue Cross plans will be chal­ 
lenged in court. 
Testimony opposing and supporting 
the rules was presented at a depart­ 
mental hearing Wednesday. 
Blue Cross spokesmen labeled them 
unconstitutional. Backers said Blue 
Cross had cozy relationships with 
hospitals and failed to respond to the 
needs of subscribers. 
Insurance Director Kenneth E. 
DeShetler, 
who 
conducted 
the 
hearings, 
said 
a 
review 
of 
the 


testimony would be made in the next 
few weeks. 
Twenty days will be given for sub­ 
mission of proposed changes and 
additions. The rules are expected to be 
filed within 30 days. 
“ That is if the Blue Cross systems 
don't go to court trying to stop us,” 
said 
Robert V. 
McDavitt, 
public 
relations director for the department. 
Kiehner Johnson, an attorney for Blue 
Cross, said the proposed rules violated 
constitutional requirements that a 
state agency could assume only 
powers given it by the legislature. 
Johnson said attempts to regulate 
contracts between Blue Cross and 


hospitals was “ an unconstitutional 
exercise of legislative authority that 
takes away the right of private corpo­ 
rations to manage their own affairs.” 
The chief witness for the department 
was Sylvia I^aw, a professor of law at 
New York University and author of the 
book, “ Blue Cross: 
What Went 
Wrong?” 
The insurance department hosted 
Miss I -aw and her book later in the day 
at a downtown hotel. The press was 
invited by a department news release. 
Miss l-aw contended, upon questioning 
by DeShetler, that Blue Cross should 
keep “ an arms length” from the hospi­ 
tals it serves.

AT BO O K S IN T H E C H IL D R E N ’S L IB R A R Y 


The unexpected and the horrifying 
have a fascination for young people. 
What could be more mysterious than a 
boarded-up tunnel into an historic 
house where people suspect a ghost is 
living? “ The Velvet Room” by Zilpha 
Snyder is a secluded comer of the 
house where a migrant worker’s 
daughter 
finds 
herself 
after 
discovering the abandoned tunnel. A 
real problem develops when Robin 
must divulge her secret in order to 
save the house from destruction. 
A far different tunnel is one filled 
with dead bats and a unique specimen 
of dinosaur life. This is the focus of the 
book 
“ Adventure 
in 
Forgotten 
Valley.” A cave that leads into a valley 
apparently untouched by time brings 
discoveries to the young explorers and 
their guide. Rockfalls and live cave 
men with aggressive ideas contribute 
to the excitement. 
Imagination can be very powerful. 
In “ The Hawkstone” by Jay Williams, 
Colin senses that an Indian carving he 
has found is drawing him into the past. 
If he is only in a trance then why is he 
able to subdue copperheads and find 
buried coins with the help 
of 
mysterious dim voices? The ad­ 
ventures of a boy under such a spell 
are exciting reading. 
Jimmy Nelson is under a spell, too. 
His problem is a very special kind of 
double vision that allows him to read 
tomorrow’s newspaper headlines. 
Ruth Carisen has combined humor 
with suspense as Jimmy faces special 


problems in “ Half - Past Tomorrow.” 
His good intentioned warnings are met 
with disbelief and anger by many 
adults. His teen-age brother Stan won’t 
cooperate at all when told not to go out 
in a car to avoid a possible accident. 
Poor Jimm y; he really wishes for a 
simpler life, but he only gets trouble. 
Charlotte and her friends meet a boy 
who teaches them how to fly in 
“ Summer Birds” by Penelope Far­ 
mer. It’s a great deal of fun, of course, 
but the temptation to sneak out of the 
house for all the thrills is irresistible. 
But the mysterious boy who has come 
from nowhere arouses distrust on the 
part of average boys and a desperate 
situation develops. Fear for the 
children’s safety and other dramatic 
incidents form an exciting conclusion 
to this unusual story.

“ Prisoner in the Snow” by Arthur 
Catherall. Easy to read, the book 
moves along without ever losing the 
reader’s interest. The author has 
travelled to I upland and the Arctic 
and his experiences make a very 
believable story.

Turns Optimistic

Some uncertainty may have been 
removed from Ohio grain markets 
with a new federal crop outlook 
forecasting record com and wheat 
harvests. 
The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) in Columbus also had op­ 
timistic reports for Ohio this week. 
Gary Bovard reported 75 per cent of 
the Ohio winter wheat crop has turned 
and 65 per cent is ripe and reported “ in 
good condition.” 
Spokesman at Shaw Elevators in 
Ixindon said many central Ohio ter­ 
minals are short of storage space 
because farmers have been reluctant 
to sell surpluses from last year’s 
harvest. 
C. William Swank of Landmark 
Farm Bureau Cooperative, a 70- 
elevator central Ohio operation, said 
the elevators may start emptying, 
however, with the latest USDA 
outlook. 
Stormy weather in the western U.S. 
and 
similar 
soybean 
planting 
problems in Illinois yielded enough 
uncertainty to keep bidding so low 
early this week that the Chicago Board 
of Trade posted no reports for 
Tuesday. 
One landmark grain watcher said 
farmers took a “ wait and see” attitude 
in line with that uncertainty. 
And elevator operators say the 
Buckeye farmer who sold more than 
half of last year’s soybean crop long 
before the market topped out at an un­ 
precedented $11 a bushel likely was 
waiting for it to happen again. 
But Swank said they may have been 
overly pessimistic on hearing reports 
from the west and from Illinois 
soybean farmers. 
The USDA’s special report Tuesday 
indicates a drop from the early Nixon 
adm inistration grain-conscious 


predictions. But the forecast is still for 
a record 6.4 billion bushels of com and 
12.1 billion bushels of wheat. 
Futures from Chicago dropped 
Tuesday 17 cents on wheat, 18 cents on 
soybeans and 8 cents on com, and may 
renew speculation. 
Swank said that development 
followed a six-day increase in wheat to 
the 2(Fcent daily limit. While farmers 
were hedging their bets, he said 
speculators were carefully limiting 
investments. 
Abercrombie said the ups-and-downs, 
even to the price limits, are not 
unusual at this time of year, when 
crops are still unpredictable. 
But he said farmers have suffered so 
many losses in cattle and hogs that 
they are looking for assurances 
somewhere.

Dentists may not employ the new type 
of assistant until after the board for­ 
mally adopts the rules. However, 
another provision in the bill permits 
them to employ two instead of only 
ojifo66 ienist. 
An attorney general’s opinion held 
that while the law allowed a dentist to 
employ two hygienists, he could not 
have both in his office at the same 
time. The law changes this. 
Existing law spells out requirements 
for hygienists. They must be at least 
18, of good moral character and a 
graduate of an accredited mental hy­ 
giene school. 
Successful completion of a state 
examination also is required.

They testified at legislative hearings 
that, although the law was not en­ 
forced, hygienists, when cleaning 
teeth, were performing “ a surgical 
procedure on hard and soft tissues 
within the oral cavity.” 
They also testified that cleaning teeth 
would come under “ an intra-oral 
procedure that contributes to or 
results in an irremediable alteration to 
the oral anatomy.”

Ohio Grain Scene 
Turns Optimistic

Some uncertainty may have been 
removed from Ohio grain markets 
with a new federal crop outlook 
forecasting record com and wheat 
harvests. 
The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) in Columbus also had op­ 
timistic reports for Ohio this week. 
Gary Bovard reported 75 per cent of 
the Ohio winter wheat crop has turned 
and 65 per cent is ripe and reported “ in 
good condition.” 
Spokesman at Shaw Elevators in 
london said many central Ohio ter­ 
minals are short of storage space 
because farmers have been reluctant 
to sell surpluses from last year’s 
harvest. 
C. William Swank of Landmark 
Farm Bureau Cooperative, a 70- 
elevator central Ohio operation, said 
the elevators may start emptying, 
however, with the latest USDA 
outlook. 
Stormy weather in the western U.S. 
and 
similar 
soybean 
planting 
problems in Illinois yielded enough 
uncertainty to keep bidding so low 
early this week that the Chicago Board 
of Trade posted no reports for 
Tuesday. 
One landmark grain watcher said 
farmers took a “ wait and see” attitude 
in line with that uncertainty. 
And elevator operators say the 
Buckeye farmer who sold more than 
half of last year’s soybean crop long 
before the market topped out at an un­ 
precedented $11 a bushel likely was 
waiting for it to happen again. 
But Swank said they may have been 
overly pessimistic on hearing reports 
from the west and from Illinois 
soybean farmers. 
The USDA’s special report Tuesday 
indicates a drop from the early Nixon 
adm inistration grain-conscious 


predictions. But the forecast is still for 
a record 6.4 billion bushels of com and 
12.1 billion bushels of wheat. 
Futures from Chicago dropped 
Tuesday 17 cents on wheat, 18 cents on 
soybeans and 8 cents on com, and may 
renew speculation. 
Swank said that development 
followed a six-day increase in wheat to 
the 20-cent daily limit. While farmers 
were hedging their bets, he said 
speculators were carefully limiting 
investments. 
Abercrombie said the ups-and-downs, 
even to the price limits, are not 
unusual at this time of year, when 
crops are still unpredictable. 
But he said farmers have suffered so 
many losses in cattle and hogs that 
they are looking for assurances 
somewhere.

The bill also adds a new category of 
dental assistant called qualified 
professionals. The State Dental Board 
is required under the new law to adopt 
rules governing those things the new 
assistants may do. The one statutory 
limitation is that they may not perform 
those duties “ which require the 
professional 
competence 
of 
a 
hygienist.” 
Dentists may not employ the new type 
of assistant until after the board for­ 
mally adopts the rules. However, 
another provision in the bill permits 
them to employ two instead of only 
ojifo66 ienist. 
An attorney general’s opinion held 
that while the law allowed a dentist to 
employ two hygienists, he could not 
have both in his office at the same 
time. The law changes this. 
Existing law spells out requirements 
for hygienists. They must be at least 
18, of good moral character and a 
graduate of an accredited mental hy­ 
giene school. 
Successful completion of a state 
examination also is required.
